2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Several prior art trailer hitch systems use reflective objects in their operation; 

however, all use them on the opposite vehicle to be hitched to. None use a reflective 
member such as a mirror to produce the beam of light. Furthermore, no piece of prior 
art created a virtual tow point and maintained the point in a horizontal fashion. The 
trailer-marking device taught by Massie [U.S. 5,596,944] includes an elongated element 
pivotally attached to a mounting means that senses the depth of water. However, this is 
not used to align the vehicle with the trailer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
